A YEAR AGO THE WORLD FOOD SITUATION was very grave and 
authorities were apprehensive as to what might happen in parts of Europe 
and Asia’ before another crop was harvested. Disaster and famine, such as 
was expected by many people was averted but the distribution of food was 
a gigantic problem and much hope was céntted on this year’s harvest, In 
the main graim producing countries there was a bountiful crop this year, the 
volume of wheat production being greater this season than in any year since 
1940. In spite of this, however, it appears that there is still anxiety over the 
world food supply and that the situation this year may be as critical as it 
was in 1945-46.

Been Used Up meet the desperate need of the people in the fam- 
ine-stricken countries. As a result we are now living in a situation which one 
writer describes as “from field to mouth” in respect to grain supplies, Had 
there been poor crops this year, the world food situation would have un- 
doubtedly been desperate. As it is, it is hoped that we may weather the com- 
ing year successfully. Those in close touch with this matter are of the opin- 
ion that if disaster can be averted during the next year, and if the next har- 
vest is a good one, the situation will, for a time at least, have been success- 
fully met.

GERMAN 
MACHINES STUDIED 
BY CANADA 


High-Speed Process Might 
Revolutionize Oamadian Industry 


OTTAWA.—Two continuous butter- 
making machines of a type which 
might revolutionize the butter indus- 
try were in commercial use in Ger- 
many before their seizure by the Al- 
lies but the exact quality of the ma- 
chines’ product has not been deter- 
mined, officials of the National Re- 
search Council said, 

In a report on wartime German 
developments in dairy technology, W. 
H. Cook, director of the division of 
applied biology of the National Re- 
search Laboratories, said preliminary 
investigations on quick-butter ma- 
chines are being made here at the 
request of the National Dairy Coun- 
cil, 

The report dealt also with a Ger- 
man process for cold pasteurization 
of: milk with ultra-violet light, and a 
mechanical cheese-making process, 

In Niagara Falls, Ont.,, Dr. J, A. 
Pearce, an N.R.C. member said the 
machines might revolutionize the 
Canadian butter-making industry. | 
One of them has a production capac- 
ity of 550 pounds an hour. 

But many problems must be over- 
come to develop quick-butter produc- 
tion in Canada. 

Mr. Cook said there is proof both 
machines had manufactured butter 
that met German standards but 
which would not be approved in Can- 
ada. Butter-makers here were not) 
permitted to manufacture butter with 
a 20 per cent. water content. 

“The composition of the butter} 
from both machines is: water, 20 per 
cent.; non-fat solids, 1.5 to 2 per 
cent,; and butter fat, 78 to 79 per 
cent, - 

“No provision is made on either 
machine for adding salt as most of 
the German domestic butter is not 
salted, All of the operations observed 
used sweet cream although it was 
stated that ripened cream could also 
be used with one machine. }

Canadian standards of moisture and 
fat content and domestic salt require- 
ments with these machines would de- 
mand some modifications in the pro- 
cesses employed, if not in the ma- 
chines themselves.” 

One of the German processes— 
‘Alfa—produces butter with a slight 
“condensed” flavor “but this was 
said to disappear during storage,” 
Mr. Cook said. The Alfa units had a| 
designed capacity of 550 pounds an | 
hour and required about 120 square 
feet of floor space. 

The other process—Fritz—made 
butter which appeared to have a 
lower density than the ordinary pro- 
duct, “perhaps due to the incorpora- | 
tion of air in the churning operation.” 
The butter was said to keep well but | 
no factual evidence was available to | 
prove that. 

“It should not be difficult to ad-| 
just the machines to produce a butter 
of lower water content, but it would | 
still contain a higher proportion of | 
non-fat solids and no salt,” said Mr. | 
Cook. |

The answers are: 

Mutual understanding is the key 
to United States-Canadian diplomacy. 

No secret alliances have been made 
between the two countries. 

The mutual understanding develop- 
ed in Canadian-United States affairs 
has not been the result of any mir- 
acle. It goes back for many genera- 
tions. Since the Treaty of Ghent end- 
ed the War of 1812, no armed con- 
fijct has arisen between Canada and 
the United States. Both nations have 


kept their warships off the Great | 


Lakes. Neither nation has erected 
menacing fortifications» pointing to- 
ward its neighbor. 

These are the more widely known 
reasons for Canadian-American ac- 
cord, Other reasons, although less 
widely recognized, are perhaps equal- 
ly important factors in bringing 
about the good-will and understand- 
ing between the two peoples. 

Freedom of information is one. 
Both nations have, through the years, 
maintained freedom of the press and 
speech. Newspapers, magazines, and 
books cross the border in both direc- 
tions. Radio programs of one nation 
are listened to by the people of the 
other. 

Citizens of one nation cross the 
border with a minimum of red tape 
and make friends in the other coun- 
try. Many intermarry. Thousands of 
Canadians get their higher education 
in the United States, Many Ameri- 
cans study in Canada, 


Professors are exchanged. Numer- 
ous Canadians have become American 
citizens. Americans have invested 
huge, sums of money in Canada, and 
many Americans have becme citizens 
of the Dominion. 

Back in 1909 the international joint 
commission was authorized to study 
United States-Canadian boundary 
problems and make recomimendations 
for the settlement of disputes. It has 
operated since 1912, 

The commission’s work has been 
little . publicized. Yet nothing quite 
like it has ever existed between any 
other two nations for the intelligent 
solution of their mutual problems. 

Three members from each nation 
form this commission, They have 
faced many difficult differences. Their 
practice has been to call in technical 
experts or scientists to go.to the root 
‘of the dispute. 

On the basis of these factual find- 
ings the commission makes recom- 
mendations to the two governments 
for action that would settle the prob- 
lem to the satisfaction of both na- 
tions. 

So successful had been the co-op- 
erative fact-finding work of the in- 
ternational joint commission for 30 
years that neither Canada nor the 
United States hesitated in early 
months of World War II to form 
various wartime joint commissions. 

These included the permanent joint 
board on defences, the joint economic 
committees, the material co-ordinat- 
ing committee, the joint war produc~- 
tion committee, joint agricultural 
committee, and the joint Canadian- 
‘American war aid committee. 

None of these groups involved any 
formal alliances. They were simply 
joint commissions made up of capable 
representatives of both nations’ and 
established to co-ordinate efforts and 
solve mutual wartime problems. 


A high Canadian official in one of 
these groups told me during the war 
that complete equality always pre- 
vailed at, meetings of these joint 
groups. Canadiang never felt any dis- 
advantage, he said, because they had 
less than 12,000,000 people behind 
them while United States members 
represented 140,000,000. 

This spirit of equality has greatly 
aided the success of Canadian-United 
States diplomacy. 

Canada is the largest nation in 
area in the western hemisphere, Most 
Canadians live within 200 miles of the 
United States border. Rocky forma- 
tions cover large areas of the Domin- 
ion, making agriculture and industrial 
development difficult. 

Population is slowly moving north- 
ward, however, as new transportation 
lines are opened. Within the last year 
a trans-Canada highway has for the 
first time been opened all the way 
across Canada from east to west. 

Canadians are developing the 
Alaska highway, which American 
soldiers built during the war, for 
tourist purposes. 

Canadian railways are expanding 
their facilities. Canadian airlines are 
developing new routes to distant 
points over the sprawling Dominion, 
American-built airfields which Can- 
ada bought after the war, are helping 
in this development of Canadian air 
routes, 

Canadians realize that their nation is 
one of the most strategic and signifi- 
cantly placed in the air-age world, 
Shortest air routes from the United 
States to the Far Hast and to Burope 
are across Canada, New world air-
